THE man thought to be the latest 
London Jihadi featured in an ISIS 
propaganda video grew up in 
Palmers Green, a TV documentary 
programme has revealed. 

The Jihadis Next Door, broad¬ 
cast on Channel 4 last week, 
opened with an interview of 
Siddhartha Dhar, 32, also known 
as Abu Ruymaysah, the man 
thought to be featured in the video 
with another man with a London 
accent executing people he claims 
were “spies”. 

At the beginning of the documen¬ 
tary, film-maker Jamie Roberts 


interviews Ruymaysah about his 
background and his beliefs. 

The 32-year-old, who ran a 
bouncy castle rental company, 
lived in Walthamstow, until he 
jumped bail and left the country 
with his pregnant wife and four 
young children last year. 

He tells the documentary-maker 
that he grew up in a Hindu family 
in north London until he convert¬ 
ed to Islam when he was 19. 

He moved away from the area 
when he got married. 

Asked if he, or his family, worry 
about their safety he replies: 
“Yeah, I think that’s natural. There 
are tensions and there is caution as 
well. You see what far-right groups 


are capable of. There is this kind 
of worry and concern. But that’s 
part of the struggle.” 

He is introduced as the public 
relations man for a group of radi¬ 
cal Muslims who organise protests 
against the British government. 

In the course of the documentary 
it is revealed that he was one of 
nine suspected terrorist sympa¬ 
thisers arrested in police raids in 
east London. 

He was released on bail after 
three days of questioning and dis¬ 
appeared two days later. 

It is thought he travelled to 
Syria. 

The documentary reveals he was 
last seen at Victoria coach station 


with his wife and children. 

The programme also showed the 
radical group Ruymaysah was 
associated with standing outside a 
chemist’s in High Street, Wood 
Green, handing out flyers promot¬ 
ing their beliefs. 

They are shown confronting a 
passing Kurdish procession. 

The radical group shout “Allahu 
Akbar”, God is greater or God is 
[the] greatest in Arabic, and some 
of the marchers launch themselves 
at the group - only stopping when 
a police officer intervened. 

The Kurds have been one of the 
most successful groups in halting 
the advance of ISIS in northern 
Iraq and Syria.

in Brentwood is appropriately 
called Tudors. 

Not only that, the sensitive 
decor harks back to the 16th 
century, adding to the sense of 
grandeur. But the food and ser¬ 
vice is very much 21st centu¬ 
ry - and award-winning too. 

With snail ravioli, veal 
sweetbreads, quail and venison 
on the menu, you will be sure 
to dine like a king and queen.

Dog mess DNA tests to 
tackle pet poo problem 


A PILOT scheme has been launched in Barking 
and Dagenham encouraging dog owners to regis¬ 
ter their pet’s DNA in a bid to tackle the problem 
of uncollected dog waste. 

The scheme, the first of its type in the country, 
will see owners register with animal DNA special¬ 
ists PooPrints. It will be trialled for three months 
in Abbey, Mayesbrook and Longbridge wards. 

Cllr Darren Rodwell, leader of Barking and 
Dagenham Council, said: “It’s about asking con¬ 
siderate dog owners to register their pet’s DNA so 
we can wipe out dog mess in Barking and 
Dagenham and make a better, cleaner, safer bor¬ 
ough.” 


Each of the pilot areas will be patrolled by the 
council’s environmental enforcement team and 
park rangers who will take samples of dog mess 
they find. 

The sample will be sent to PooPrints to see if a 
match could be found with any dog on its data¬ 
base. If a match is discovered, then the owner 
would be sent an advisory warning of future 
enforcement activity. 

The council said that although it would not be 
compulsory to register initially, the scheme aims 
to gather evidence that will allow the council to 
“get tougher” on irresponsible dog owners later 
this year.

CHILDREN desperately need foster 
families in Waltham Forest. 

The local authority said 33 carers are 
needed to give a home to children in the 
borough. Council chiefs said as a reward 
for making a difference to the life of a 
vulnerable young person, carers get up 
to 60 per cent off their council tax bill, 
discounted access to the borough’s six 
leisure centres and 24/7 support. 

Foster carers also receive a fee and 
allowance for the child of up to £445 per 
week and access to a lifestyle hub which 
provides a variety of discounts off major 
brands and retailers, money off cinema 
tickets and concessions at major attrac¬ 
tions, venues and places of interest. 

Several foster carers in Waltham 
Forest told the YA becoming a carer was 
the best decision they had ever made. 

Pauline said: “Anyone can actually put 


themselves forward. Don’t hold back, 
put yourself forward, go for it. You’ll be 
surprised.” 

Pam, who has been a Waltham Forest 
foster carer for 41 years, said that fos¬ 
tering enabled her to provide children 
with a family environment where they 
could flourish. 

She added: “It gave me the feeling I 
had given something back to the com¬ 
munity.” 

Sajida, a foster carer for 11 years, said: 
“If you’ve got room in your heart and 
room in your home, then please go for it. 
It’s a really amazing thing to do, to 
change someone’s life.” 

Ann Lucy, now 20, went into foster 
care when she was 14. Initially scared 
and upset, Ann said her foster carer 
made her feel like part of the family 
straight away. 


She added: “She taught me to be a bet¬ 
ter person. She didn’t do her job because 
of the money - she did it because she 
loved it. She was a good foster mum - 
she basically saved me. 

“To do this job you have to have a lot 
of patience, you have to do it because 
you want to do it.” 

Care leaver Mo, 20, said: “Don’t look 
at it as a chore or a job, look at it as hav¬ 
ing a new person by your side - a new 
family member.” 

Cllr Mark Rusling, cabinet member 
for children and young people, said: 
“We’re looking for carers from every 
walk of life. Age, marital status, ethnic 
background and sexuality are not barri¬ 
ers to fostering, so do get in touch to 
find out more.”
